To begin this first monthly news 
column, let's look at the new sea- 
son of Doctor Who currently being 
broadcast in Britain. 

Beginning this year, the show 
will be broadcast in a fifty minute 
lime-slot, twice a week, rather 
than its former 25-minute length. 
This means the stories will have to 
be re-edited into 25-minute 
episodes for their eventual Ameri- 
can sale (no word yet on when 
that might be). Therefore, a two- 
part story is the equivalent of the 
old four-part format. 

The first story of the year will be 
"Attack of the Cybermen," as the 
mechanical men make their return 
to face the Sixth Doctor, Colin 
Baker. This two-parter is written 
by Paula Moore and directed by 
Matthew Robinson. 

Next in line is "Vengeance on 
Varos" by Philip Martin, directed 
by Ron Jones, a two-parter 
featuring a guest appearance by 
Sean Connery's son Jason. 

Third story to be broadcast will 
be "The Mark of the Rani,” featur- 
ing Anthony Alnley's return as 
the Master (guess he didn't die in 
"Planet of Fire," after all), and in- 
troducing the Вапі, an evil Time 
Lady, played by Katie O'Mara. 

The fourth adventure is the big- 
gie— "The Two Doctors" a 
three-parter guest-starring Pat- 
rick Troughton as the Second 
Doctor, and Frazer Hines as 
Jamie McCrimmon. Also fea- 
tured will be Jacqueline Pearce, 
famed for her role as Servalan in 
the BBC's other science-fiction 
series, Blake's 7. A good deal of 
this one was shot on location in 
Spain, and the villains are the 
Sontarans. 

Production on "Cybermen," "Ма- 
fos," and “Two Doctors" is com- 
plete at presstime. The final two 
adventures are "Timelash" by 
Glen McCoy, directed by Pen- 
nant Roberts, and "Revelation of 
the Daleks," by script-editor Егіс 
Saward, directed by Grame Har- 
per. Very little detail about these 
two stories has been released as 
yet. 


AMERICAN FAN NEWS 

The Doctor Who Fan Club of 
America is planning a tour for 
early 1985. The organization is 
contacting local PBS stations that 
show Doctor Who for help in pro- 
moting the tour in their respective 
cities. The hope is to coordinate 
the tour with fund-raising drives by 
those Who-broadcasters, with a 
goal of raising $1 million for public 
broadcasting. No guests for the 
tour have yet been announced. 
WHO STARS 

Several former and current DW 
stars have been active in other 
roles lately. They include: 

Patrick Troughton — priorto his 
work in "The Two Doctors," 
Troughton appeared as Cole 
Hawlings in a BBC adaptation of 
John Mansfield's The Box of De-

lights. Plans call for an American 
broadcast as well. 

Mark Strickson (Turlough) — 
was seen in the recent George C.

A PROBABLE HISTORY OF THE DALEKS 


A classic first encounter, 
as the Doctor meets 
the Daleks!

Since they were first introduced 
to viewers of Doctor Who 21 years 
ago in the series’ second story, 
“The Daleks,” these mechanical 
meances have been the monsters 
Who-fans most love to be scared 
by. Every Doctor has met them at 
least once, and the show's ratings 
improve whenever they appear. 
Yet their background has always 
been something of a jungle: after 
all, we didn't learn the secret of 
their origin until nearly 13 years 
after they first trundled their way 
onto our screens (“Genesis of the 
Daleks"). Here, for the first time, 
an attempt to make sense of the 
Daleks’ known timeline. (Note: 
this history does not take into ac- 
count the most recent appear- 
ance, “Resurrection of the 
Daleks.") 


In what we shall call the Dalek 
Year (DY) 1 [approximately equi- 
valent to 2200 B.C. Earth dating], 
Davros, chief scientist of the 
Kaleds on the planet Skaro, 
creates the Daleks. They were 
originally intended as travel 
machines for the ultimate mutated 
form of his race, caused by 
thousands of years of war with 
their hereditary enemies, the 
Thals. When his people realize 
that Davros intends to remove all 
trace of humanity from the Daleks, 
the Kaleds attempt to halt the op- 
eration. But Davros betrays his 
race to the Thals, destroying all 
but a few of them. He then turns 
his heartless creations on the 
Thals, all but eliminating them. 
With the help of the few surviving 
Thais, the Doctor, Sarah and 
Harry emtomb Davros, as the 


Daleks turn on their creator. But 
the Time Lord cannot bring him- 
self to commit genocide by wiping 
out the embryo Daleks. (Genesis 
of the Daleks) 

Still, the natural development of 
the creatures was changed, for 
some 2500 years later (DY 2500; 
AD 300), the Daleks are trapped 
within their metallic city, because 
they need the electricity running 
through its floors for power. Un- 
doubtedly the continuing war with 
the Thals, now mutated into per- 
fect blond specimens of humanoid 
form, has severely limited their 
technology. The Doctor, Susan, 
lan and Barbara, on their first trip. 
(in their lifetimes) to Skaro, aid 
the Thals in a temporary victory 
over the Daleks. (The Daleks) 

One thousand years pass (DY 
3500; AD 1300). The Thals and 


Daleks both rediscover space 
travel. The Daleks, on a mission 
of conquest throughout the galaxy, 
come to rest on the planet Spiri- 
don. The Thals have followed 
them there on a suicide mission. 
The Daleks have come seeking 
the secret of invisibility from the 
Spiridon natives, but have been 
trapped by the planet's extreme 
cold. Fleeing from a previous en- 
counter with the mechanical be- 
ings (see below), the Doctor and 
Jo materialize on Spiridon, and 
help to keep the Dalek army trap- 
ped by reactivating an ice уо!- 
cano. (Planet of the Daleks) 

In the next 500 years or so, the 
Daleks make great strides in time 
travel. By the Dalek Year 4066 
(AD 1866), they are on Earth, forc- 
ing a Victorian scientist to aid 
them in luring the Doctor to the 
19th Century. They wish to use 
the Doctor's “human factor” to 
make themselves invincible. The 
plan backfires when the treated 

ks gain good human emo- 
tions rather than bad ones. All are 
recalled to Skaro, where the Em- 
peror Dalek attempts to trans- 
form the Doctor into a human 
Dalek — an attempt which fails 
because the Time Lord isn't 
human. Instead, he humanizes 
more Daleks. Civil war erupts be- 
tween the human and inhuman 
Daleks. (Evil of the Daleks) 
Though the civil war will be put 
down rather quickly, some of the 
“good” Daleks will survive. 

Eight hundred years later (DY 
4300; AD 2100), the Daleks 
make their first of two unsuccess- 
ful attempts to conquer the Earth, 
both foiled by the Doctor. In this 
first try, the Daleks easily subdue 
a humanity all but destroyed by 
nuclear war. A group of rebels use 
the Daleks’ own time-travel de- 
vices to return to 1972 to assassi- 
nate diplomat Reginald Styles, 
who they believe to be responsi- 
ble for the war. Instead, through 
the Doctor's intervention, they 
blow up the Daleks and their 
Ogron slaves, preventing the nu- 
clear war, and the Dalek con- 
quest. This version of the future 
ceases to exist, presumably. (The 
Day of the Daleks) 

A relatively short time later, a 
mere 64 years or so (DY 4364; AD 
2164), the second conquest of 


Earth by the Daleks has taken 
place (or the first conquest, if the 
events of AD 1972 have wiped out 
the future of 2100). The exact de- 
tails of the Dalek conquest are 
unknown, but by 2164 they are 
using Robomen slaves (humans 
controlled by means of an elec- 
tronic disc clamped to their heads) 
to tunnel deep into the Earth and 
turn the planet into a giant space- 
ship. The Doctor and his com- 
panions use a bomb to destroy 
the Daleks and their craft, bring- 
ing Dalek dominion over human- 
ity to an end. (The Dalek Invasion 
of Earth) 

Humanity's next encounter with 
the Daleks also involves the 
Doctor. While traveling in the 
TARDIS, the Time Lord and his 
companions are discovered by a 
group of Daleks who are also 
time-traveling. Thus begins a furi- 
ous chase through time and 
space, with stops at the Empire 
State Building (DY 4065; AD 
1965), the Marie Celeste (DY 
4072; AD 1872), where the Daleks 
are responsible for the destruction 
of the passengers and crew, an 
amusement park funhouse (date 
unknown), and finally, the planet 
Mechanus (DY 4370; AD 2170). 
There the Doctor defeats a robot 
double of himself created by the 
Daleks. And the Daleks and 
Mechanolds (a robotic race) des- 
troy each other. (The Chase) 

Slightly more than 300 years 


later (DY 4700; AD 2500), the 
Daleks and their ape-like slaves, 
the Ogrons, conspire with the re- 
negade Time Lord called the 
Master to foment war between 
Earth and the space-faring race 
known as the Draconians. The 
Doctor foils the plan, but only 
after being severely wounded. 
The Daleks and the Master es- 
cape, while the Doctor travels 
through time to the year AD 1300 
and the planet Spiridon (see 
above). (Frontier in Space) 

For the next 100 years, it seems 
the Daleks lie dormant. In reality, 
they have changed tactics, utiliz- 
ing stealth and cunning rather 
than outright force in their plans of 
conquest. They have attempted to 
infiltrate human colonies through- 
out space, including the planet 
Vulcan (DY 4800; AD 2600). 
There the Doctor finds two in- 
animate Daleks, one of which the 
colony's chief scientist is attempt- 
ing to reactivate, planning to use 
the Daleks for mechanical labor. 
Actually, the Daleks are already 
far too active, having set up an as- 
sembly line to reproduce them- 
selves .. until the Doctor des- 
troys their power source. (The 
Power of the Daleks) 

But, it seems, for every Dalek 
destroyed by the Doctor or other 
races throughout the centuries, 
there are ten more fomenting 
trouble in some other part of the 
galaxy. By the Dalek Year 5000 


(AD 2800), a virulent plague, 
deadly to all life, even the metal- 
encased Daleks, is threatening to 
decimate inhabited space. The 
only known cure is on the planet 
Еххіїоп, where the Doctor and 
Sarah find themselves caught up 
in a war among humans, Daleks 


and the Exxilon natives for pos- 
session of the cure. The humans 
gain possession of the cure, only 
after discovering the Daleks were 
behind the plague all along. 
(Death to the Daleks) 

For the next 1200 years, it 
seems to humankind that the 


Daleks have disappeared. There 
are no close contacts with the 
semi-mechanical beings, and 
many grow to believe they have 
given up their quest for universal 
domination. But in AD 4000 (DY 
6200), Space Special Security 
Agent Marc Cory discovers the 
Daleks are gathered in force on 
the planet Kembel, trying to 
coerce other races to unify and 
wipe out humanity. Cory is exter- 
minated by the Daleks, but a tape 
of his report survives. 

Several months later, a new se- 
curity team, led by Bret Vyon, and 
the Doctor and his companions, 
find Cory's tape. Though they at- 
tempt to warn Earth, its leader, 
Mavic Chen, has betrayed hu- 
manity by giving the Daleks 
taranium, the element needed to 
power their ultimate weapon, the 
Time Destructor. Eventually, after 
a furious series of events (includ- 
ing two deaths among the Doc- 
tor's companions) the Doctor 
used the Time Destructor against 
the Daleks themselves. (Mission 
to the Unknown: The Dalek Master- 
plan) 

But even this does not halt the 
Dalek march through the galaxy. 
Shortly after the incidents on 
Kembel (DY 6700; AD 4500), the 
Daleks confrontthe Movellans, a 
race of robots as unethical and 
logical in their thinking as the 
Skaro natives. They soon become 
locked in an inconclusive battle, 
the two completely unemotional 
races being unable to out-think 
each other. The Daleks send a 
mision to Skaro, to resurrect their 
creator, Davros, who has been 
perfectly preserved in his tomb- 
like trap (see above). They wish to 
use his more human thinking to 
break the stalemate. The Movel- 
lans, finding the Doctor on Skaro, 
intend to use him for the same 
purpose. With the aid of a human, 
excaped prisoner of the Daleks, 
the Doctor prevents the Movel- 
lans from destroying Skaro and 
defeats the Daleks. Davros is 
taken prisoner to Earth. (Destiny 
of the Daleks)
